PURPOSETo improve performance of an electrode by manufacturing paste mainly comprising tribasic 
lead sulfate which is formed by adding diluted sulfuric acid to definite-term stored lead power 
composed of lead and oxide in a slurry state with water. CONSTITUTION:When a slurry is formed by 
preliminarily adding water to lead powder comprising lead and lead oxide and stored, homogeneous 
oxidation of metallic lead contained in the lead power takes place in the process of passing air or 
oxygen through the slurry. Furthermore, temperature is elevated while stirring to promote the reaction 
completely, and it results in promotion of the reaction and the slurry mixture is transferred continuously 
to a paste kneading process. Adding diluted sulfuric acid to it and mixing or applying twisting flow to it, 
paste mainly comprising tribasic lead sulfate is obtained. No local exothermic reaction takes place at 
mixing the slurry mixture in a conventional kneader because of no direct contact of diluted sulfuric acid 
with the lead powder. By such arrangement, quality improvement of the electrode is achieved. 
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
